The eiA-DIA Fued - = ‘ 




The recent intelligence revelations 
have intensified the backroom bicker* 
ing between the Central Intelhgence 
Agency and Defense Intelligence Agen- 
cy, a smoldering, subterranean feud of 
charge and countercharge, of snoop 
and countersnoop. 

The CIA finally summarized its griev- 
ances late last year in a topeecret re- 
port, criticizing the DlA’s handling of 
intelligence, charging that it merely 
duplicates the CIA’s functions and call- 
ing for a drastic shakeup of the intellig- 
ence co mmuni ty. 

. The 'Taylor Report,” named for pro- 
ject director Edmund Taylor of the 
CIA, recommended that all intelligence 
resources should be place under a gen- 
eral intelligence director. 

Under the Taylor plan, the director 
would manage both the CIA and DIA, 
with complete control over the intellig- 
ence budget He would make his head- 
quarters presumably at the CIA center 
in Langley, Va. , 

Financially speaking, the plan is at- 
tractive to the CIA which now receives 
only about 20 per cent of the national 
intelligence budget For the Taylor re- 
organization would put the CIA clique , 
in the dominant position. ^ 

The Taylor Report sharply criticized 
the quality of U.S. intelligence, particu- 
larly that produced by the DIA. The , 
document charged that the overlap- ’ 
ping intelligence effort produced con- 
flicting reports, created dangerous con- 
.fusion, prevented coordination and cre- 
ated a false sense of security. 

The top-secret report produced an al- 
mighty howl from the Pentagon’s intel- 
ligence chiefs, who complained that it 
was inaccurate, unfair and one^ded. 
The intelligence programs outside the 
CIA, they insisted, were well conducted ’ 
and coordinated. In any event, they 
argued that the real issue wasn’t con- 
trol over intelligence but the excesses 
of the intelligence agencies. 

The Taylor report was submitted to 
President Ford, who asked for another, 
interagency report presenting all sides. 
The second report offered a range of al- 
ternatives for the President to choose 


from. Intelligence sources tell, us they* 
are dissatisfied with the Jew organiza^ 
tioai changes that have been made.'
